TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL SESSION - 

TRUSTEESHIP COUNCIL POLITICAL AFFAIRS OFFICER DE COSTA 
INFORMED MISOFF THAT THE DATE FOR THE 1976 SESSION OF THE 
TC WILL NOT BE DETERMINED UNTIL THE UN VISITING MISSION 
TO THE TRUST TERRITORY OF THE PACIFIC ISLANDS RETURNS 
TO NEW YORK, BUT SHE GUESSED IT WILL BE JUNE 21, THOUGH 
IT COULD START AS LATE AS JULY. ANY DECISION ON THE PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA ALSO WILL BE HELD IN ABEYANCE UNTIL THE VISITING 
MISSION RETURNS. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 719) 

VIEWS OF FAO DIRECTOR GENERAL - 

THE NEW DIRECTOR GENERAL OF FAO, SAOUMA, ASKED TO MEET 
WITH WESTERN EUROPEAN AND OTHERS GROUP IN ORDER TO GIVE 
HIS VIEWS ON THE PRESENT STATUS AND FUTURE OF FAO 
AND THE AGENCY'S RELATIONSHIP WITH THE UN SYSTEM IN 
MORE FORTHCOMING MANNER THAN IN HIS PRESENTATION TO 
THE COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING. HE DEMONSTRATED CONSIDERABLE 
AND AGGRESSIVE OPPOSITION TO THE PRESENT BLURRED RELATIONSHIP 
BETWEEN FAO, THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL, AND THE CONSULTATIVE 
GROUP ON FOOD PRODUCTION AND INVESTMENT, AND WARNED THAT 
AN EXPANDED OPERATIONAL ROLE FOR THE WORLD FOOD COUNCIL 
COULD RESULT IN DIFFICULTIES BETWEEN HIS GOVERNING COUNCIL 
AND THE GA. HE ALSO MADE CLEAR THAT HE WOULD LIKE TO COMMENCE 
A REDUCTION IN HIS INVOLVEMENT AS AN EXECUTING AGENT 
OF THE UNDP. LATER, SAOUMA HELD EXTENSIVE CONSULTATIONS 
WITH THE ARAB AND AFRICAN GROUPS IN WHICH HE WAS EVEN 
MORE EMPHATIC IN THE EXPRESSION OF HIS VIEWS.

PROPOSED NONALIGNED CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS - 

NONALIGNED GROUP IS CURRENTLY DISCUSSING DRAFT RESOLUTION 
CONCERNING AN INFORMATION CENTER ON TRANSNATIONAL COR- 
PORTATIONS. IT APPEARS THAT NAG CENTER TO BE ESTABLISHED 
IN HAVANA IS NOT TO BE DIRECTLY RELATED TO TE UN 
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CENTER, THOUGH EVENTUALLY SOME SORT OF WORKING RELATIONSHIP 
IS ENVISAGED. (LIMITED OFFICIAL USE - USUN 721)

SECRETARY GENERAL S PRESS CONFERENCE - 
AT FEBRUARY 26 PRESS CONFERENCE, SECRETARY GENERAL WALDHEIM 
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ANNOUNCED HE HAD ISSUED AN APPEAL TO MEMBER STATES TO RESPOND 
TO EMERGENCY RELIEF NEEDS IN LEBANON ESTIMATED AT $50 
MILLION FOR 1976 (INCLUDES ADDITIONAL RELIEF FOR 
PALESTINE REFUGEES IN CAMPS), AND HAD DESIGNATED UNDER 
SECRETARY GENERAL BUFFUM AS COORDINATOR FOR INTER- 
NATIONAL RELIEF FOR LEBANON. (USUN 733) HE RECEIVED SPAIN'S 
OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT OF ITS WITHDRAWAL FROM SPANISH SAHARA 
EFFECTIVE FEBRUARY 26, INSTEAD OF 28, AND HE HAD DECLINED 
TO SEND AN OBSERVER TO THE JEMAA MEETING, CONSIDERING IT 
DID NOT FALL UNDER HIS MANDATE AS SET FORTH IN GA AND SC 
RESOLUTIONS. HE ADDED THAT COUNTRIES INVOLVED IN 
THE SAHARA PROBLEM HAVE GIVEN NO SATISFACTORY EXPLANATION 
FOR NOT CARRYING OUT THE REFERENDUM. (USUN 730) 

WALDHEIM SAID THE RHODESIAN AND NAMIBIAN PEOPLE ARE BECOMING 
MORE AND MORE IMPATIENT IN THEIR SEARCH FOR SELF-DETERMINATION, 
AND THE MATTER IS COMPLICATED BY LACK OF COOPERATION FROM 
SOUTH AFRICA IN THE CASE OF NAMIBIA. CONCERNING FOREIGN 
INTERVENTION IN ANGOLA, HE STOOD ON HIS PREVIOUS STATMENT 
WHICH WAS CONDEMNATORY OF SUCH PRESENCE. (USUN 732) 

HE CONSIDERED THE PRESENT STAGNATION IN THE MIDDLE EAST 
VERY DANGEROUS, AND HAD SENT UNDER SECRETARY GENERAL 
GUYER TO THE AREA TO HAVE EXPLORATORY TALKS WITH ALL PARTIES 
CONCERNED AND TO PUT CERTAIN IDEAS TO HIS INTERLOCUTORS. 

HE WOULD HAVE TO AWAIT GUYER S RETURN TO HEAR THE PARTIES' 
REACTION AND SEE WHETHER THERE IS A CHANCE TO RESUME 
THE NEGOTIATING PROCESS. NOTING ONE OF THE MAIN DIFFICULTIES 
IN RECONVENING THE GENEVA CONFERENCE IS PLO PARTICIPATION, 

HE SAID IT IS LOGICAL TO TRY TO OVERCOME THIS HURDLE. 

IN RESPONSE TO QUESTION RELATING TO CANADA'S EFFORTS TO 
PREVENT PAKISTAN FROM FOLLOWING INDIA'S EXAMPLE WITH NUCLEAR 
PLANT, WALDHEIM SAID HE THOUGHT THERE SHOULD BE 
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CONCENTRATION ON WATERTIGHT SAFEGUARDS FOR EVERY DECISION 

OF ANY GOVERNMENT IN THIS REGARD AND IAEA HAS TO PLAY 

A CRUCIAL ROLE. ON OTHER MATTERS, HE CONSIDERED THE 

PASSING OF CONTRADICTORY RESOLUTIONS A NEGATIVE DEVELOPMENT, 

BUT SAID IT WAS THE SECRETARY GENERAL'S DUTY TO HELP 

PARTIES TO GET TOGETHER TO OVERCOME DIFFICULTIES. THE 

LAST VIENNA TALKS ON THE CYPRUS QUESTION WERE BETTER THAN 

HE HAD THOUGHT THEY WOULD BE. HIS REPORT TO THE SC ON 

TIMOR WILL BE OUT THE WEEK OF MARCH 1, THE SECRETARY GENERAL 

STATED. 

COMMITTEE ON RIGHTS OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLE - 

THE COMMITTEE ON THE EXERCISE OF THE INALIENABLE RIGHTS OF 
THE PALESTINIAN PEOPLE HELD ITS FIRST MEETING FEBRUARY 26, 
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ELECTING FALL (SENEGAL) AS ITS CHAIRMAN. THE SECRETARY 
GENERAL, OPENING THE MEETING, REVIEWED THE MANDATE GIVEN 
THE COMMITTEE, WHICH HAD A COMPLEX AND DIFFICULT TAKS TO 
PERFORM. CHAIRMAN FALL STATED THAT THE COMMITTEE WOULD WORK 
IN A RESPONSIBLE WAY AND HE FELT IT WOULD BE ABLE TO OVERCOME 
THE DIFFICULTIES AND TO ACHIEVE ITS OBIECTIVES IN THE 
TIME ALLOTTED TO IT. NOTING "SOME NASTY THINGS" HAD BEEN 
SAID AT THE TIME OF THE COMMITTEE S ESTABLISHMENT, FALL 
SAID THAT THE MOST EFFECTIVE REBUFF THE COMMITTEE COULD GIVE 
WOULD BE "TO COME UP WITH SOMETHING POSITIVE TO GET 
THE PALESTINE QUESTION OUT OF ITS PRESENT DEADLOCK." 

THE NEW APPROACH NOW BEING UNDERTAKEN BY THE COMMITTEE 
GAVE REASON TO HOPE, IN HIS VIEW, THAT, DESPITE THE 
ERRORS OF THE PAST, THE PALESTINE PROBLEM "MIGHT BE SOLVED 
SOONER THAN EXPECTED." THE COMMITTEE DECIDED TO HOLD AN 
INFORMAL MEETING FEBRUARY 27 TO DISCUSS ORGANIZATION 
OF ITS WORK AND THE REMAINING OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED. 

DURING THE DISCUSSION, DRISS (TUNISIA) SUGGESTED THE COMMITTEE 
MEET ON A CONTINUING BASIS DURING ALL OF MARCH AND APRIL, 
STARTING WITH A SERIES OF INFORMAL MEETING. PETRIC (YUGOSLAVIA) 
BELIEVED THE COMMITTEE SHOULD MAKE CONTACT WITH THE PARTIES 
CONCERNED, SUCH AS THE PLO AND THE GOVERNMENTS OF SYRIA, 

EGYPT, JORDAN, LEBANON AND ISRAEL, AND ALSO HOLD CONSULTATIONS, 
AS APPROPRIATE, WITH MEMBERS OF THE SECURITY COUNCIL, PAR 
TICULARLY THE PERMANENT MEMBERS. GDR REPRESENTATIVE STATED 
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THAT THE COMMITTEE SHOULD MOBILIZE INTERNATIONAL PUBLIC 
OPINION IN FAVOR OF THE EXERCISE OF PALESTINIAN RIGHTS. 

FOR INSTANCE, IT COULD ORGANIZE HEARINGS AND SEMINARS. 

HE ALSO STATED THAT THE PLO SHOULD PARTICIPATE IN THE 
COMMITTEE S WORK, AND HE CALLED FOR EQUAL PARTICIPATION 
OF THE PLO, FROM THE OUTSET, IN THE RESUMED GENEVA PEACE 
CONFERENCE. INDIA ALSO FAVORED PLO PARTICIPATION IN THE 
COMMITTEE S MEETINGS. ALARCON (CUBA) DECLARED THAT A 
CAMPAIGN WAS BEING WAGED AGAINST THE COMMITTEE BY 
"HOSTILE ELEMENTS," AND IT WAS IMPORTANT FOR THE COMMITTEE, 
SURROUNDED AS IT WAS BY "AN ATMOSPHERE OF ANIMOSITY," 

TO ACT CAREFULLY IN ITS WORK, TAKING INTO ACCOUNT "THE 
ADVERSE FACTORS." 
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SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE CHARTER - 
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THE COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENTS BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF 
TURKEY AND GDR FEBRUARY 25, AND ROMANIS COMMENTED ON THE UK'S 
FEBRUARY 24 STATEMENT. THE LIST OF SPEAKERS WAS CLOSED, 

AND 18 MORE DELEGATIONS ARE TO TAKE PART IN THE GENERAL 
DEBATE. 

AKIMAN (TURKEY) SUGGESTED THAT AREAS WHERE SUGGESTIONS FOR 
IMPROVING THE EFFECTIVENESS AND THE AUTHORITY OF THE UN 
NEEDED TO BE CONSIDERED INCLUDED: RATIONALIZATION OF THE 
WORKING METHODS OF THE MAIN UN ORGANS; COMPLEMENTATION OF 
CHARTER PROVISIONS BY WAY OF TREATIES, CONVENTIONS AND 
DECLARATIONS; STRENGTHENING THE ROLE OF THE ICJ; AND 
ECONOMIC COOPERATION, WHICH PERHAPS SHOULD HAVE THE 
FIRST PLACE IN THE COMMITTEE'S PROCEEDINGS. NEUGEBAUER 
(GDR) STRESSED THAT WITHOUT PEACE AND SECURITY THERE COULD 
BE NO DEVELOPMENT OF COOPERATION. "AT A TIME WHEN CERTAIN 
CIRCLES ATTACK RESOLUTIONS OF THE ORGANIZATION AS BEING 
UNDEMOCRATIC, ONE SHOULD TAKE CARE NOT TO TOUCH THE UN 
AUTHORITY AND ITS CHARTER," HE DECLARED. HE EMPHASIZED 
NEED FOR A WORLD DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE, AND SAID THE SO- 
CALLED OBSOLETE PROVISIONS OF THE CHARTER ILLUSTRATED 
THE ROAD ON WHICH THE UN HAD ADVANCED AND, THEREFORE, 

SHOULD NOT BE A CAUSE FOR CHARTER REVISION. 

CEAUSU (ROMANIA), REPLYING TO THE UK, SAID ROMANIA 
HAD SIMPLY PROPOSED TO EXPAND THE PRACTICE OF HOLDING 
SPECIAL SESSIONS WHEN SPECIAL CIRCUMSTANCES WARRANTED, 

AND HAD SIMPLY SUGGESTED STRENGTHENING THE PRACTICE OF 
HOLDING GA SESSIONS OUTSIDE HEADQUARTERS, TAKING INTO 
ACCOUNT THE FACT THAT THE INVITING STATE WOULD PAY THE 
ADDITIONAL EXPENSES INVOLVED. 

COMMITTEE ON RESTRUCTURING - 

STATEMENTS ON RESTRUCTURING WERE MADE IN COMMITTEE 
FEBRUARY 25 BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF AFGHANISTAN, 

BYELORUSSIA, NIGERIA, NEW ZEALAND, ITU AND UNDER SECRETARY 
GENERAL FOR ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL AFFAIRS. 
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MOST INTERESTING POINTS MADE BY AFGHANISTAN WERE THAT 
ECONOMIC AGENCIES SUCH AS UNCTAD SHOULD BE MORE "DECISION- 
ORIENTED" AND A SEPARATE UNIT SHOULD BE ESTABLISHED 
TO DEAL WITH LANDLOCKED DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. BYELORUSSIA 
REPEATED THE USUAL EASTERN EUROPEAN THEMES. NIGERIA COMPLAINED 
ABOUT LACK OF PRECISION IN SECRETARIAT-DRAFTED RECOMMENDATIONS, 
AND SAID ECOSOC IS UNABLE TO GRAPPLE WITH CENTRAL ISSUES 
AND SHOULD HAVE HIGHER LEVEL REPRESENTATION. NEW ZEALAND, 
SUPPORTING THE CHAIRMAN'S LIST OF PRIORITY PROBLEM AREAS, 
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THOUGHT FULL IMPLEMENTATION OF THE EXPERTS REPORT WOULD BE 
IDEAL BUT IS UNLIKELY. 

UNDER SECRETARY GENERAL VAN LAETHAM NOTED THE MASSIVE 
AND SUDDEN GROWTH OF ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL RESPONSIBILITIES 
IN WHICH THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY IS INVOLVED, AND 
INDICATED THE MEANS ESA IS TAKING TO COPE WITH THESE CHANGING 
RESPONSIBILITIES. ITU DEPUTY SECRETARY GENERAL BUTLER 
SUGGESTED THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN INFORMATION SYSTEM COVERING 
ALL DEVELOPMENT ACTIVITIES WHICH WOULD EMPHASIZE 
THE ROLE OF THE UN AS THE FOCAL POINT IN THE GLOBAL DEVELOP- 
MENT EFFORT. (USUN 728) 

COMMITTEE ON NATURAL RESOURCES - 

THE COMMITTEE DECIDED FEBRUARY 26 TO RECOMMEND THAT IT 
BE AUTHORIZED TO HOLD A SECOND SPECIAL SESSION AT UN HEAD- 
QUARTERS NEXT JANUARY TO REVIEW THE PROGRESS BEING MADE 
FOR THE 1977 UN WATER CONFERENCE AND CONSIDER ACTION PROPOSALS 
FOR SUBMISSION TO THE CONFERENCE. THIS WAS INCLUDED IN 
NORDIC PROPOSALS SUBMITTED FEBRUARY 25. ANOTHER NORDIC 
PROPOSAL WAS TO ADD TO THE EXISTING ANNOTATION FOR ITEM 
3 IN THE CONFERENCE AGENDA STATEMENT THAT THE "PRIMARY 
OBJECTIVE OF THE CONFERENCE IS TO PROMOTE LEVELS OF 
PREPAREDNESS NECESSARY TO AVOID A SERIOUS LACK OF WATER OF 
SATISFACTORY QUALITY FOR ALL USERS." CANADA INTRODUCED AN 
1 1 -NATION DRAFT RESOLUTION CALLING FOR THE APPOINTMENT OF 
A CONFERENCE SECRETARY GENERAL. THE COMMITTEE AGREED TO 
PUT OFF FURTHER DISCUSSION OF THE DRAFT PROVISIONAL RULES 
OF PROCEDURE FOR THE CONFERENCE UNTIL THE PROPOSED SECOND 
SPECIAL SESSION, AND IT REQUESTED THE CONFERENCE SECRETARIAT 
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TO PREPARE A NEW DRAFT, TAKING ACCOUNT OF SUGGESTIONS MADE 
DURING THE DISCUSSION.

DRAFT RESOLUTION PARTICIPATION AT THE WATER CONFERENCE, 
INITIATED BY SYRIANS WITH SUPPORT OF COSPONSORS, NOW INCLUDING 
INDIA, WAS DISTRIBUTED AND WILL BE ACTED ON FEBRUARY 27. 

THE TEXT FOLLOWS THE HABITAT FORMULATION IN ALL SUBSTANTIVE 
RESPECTS BUT ELIMINATES FINANCIAL PROVISIONS FOR AUDIO- 
VISUAL PRESENTATIONS. THE UK INTENDS TO PROPOSE INCORPORATION 
OF LANGUAGE US INTRODUCED DURING THE WORLD FOOD CONFERENCE 
PREPCOM TO EFFECT THE SECRETARY GENERAL IN DISCHARGING 
HIS FUNCTIONS WILL FOLLOW THE GA PRACTICE IN IMPLEMENTING 
IN ALL STATES CLAUSE, AND IN ALL CASES WHEN IT IS ADVISABLE 
WILL REQUEST GA OPINION BEFORE TAKING APPROPRIATE DECISIONS.
